ate essential -both on grounds 
. of honour and: expedience.” 
Both Mr.- Ramsay Macdonald 
and~Mr.-Clynes, who. seconded 
the resolution, were in no doubt 
that if Germany ‘were to-day in 


“the position of the Allies her 


peace terms would have been far’ 
‘more se“ere, and it was felt that 
“Germany must bear the burden 
‘of her ‘actions, but punishment
